To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Statistics. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you,  in  the  following  pages,  my  report 
for  the  year  1905. 

Of  late  years,  as  may  be  seen  by  our  preceding  reports, 
we  have  eliminated  from  the  estimate  of  mortality  contained 
in  the  introduction,  the  deaths  of  illegitimates  and  prematu- 
rely born  children,  in  orcier  that  the  death-rate  might  be 
established  upon  a  basis  that  would  permit  us  to  make  a 
more  logical  and  a  more  just  comparison  with  the  rates  of 
mortality  in  other  cities. 

The  majority  of  the  illegitimates  do  not  belong  to  our 
city;  furthermore,  as  was  shown  in  our  report  for  the  year 
1904,  the  estimate  of  the  population  is  based  upon  the  Federal 
census  of  1901  which  gave  us  a  populat:on  of  about  28,407 
less  than  what  it  really  was. 
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By  calculating  our  death-rate  in  this  way,  we  obtain  the 
figure  20.6  per  iooo  or  0.2  less  than  in  1904.

If  the  deaths  of  the  illegitimate  and  prematurely  born 
children  are  included  in  the  general  mortality,  the  death-rate 
would  reach  22. gr)  per  1000  of  the  population. 


Mortality  from  certain  diseazes  in  1905. 

Small  pox: — -One  death  in  1904;  none  in  1905. 

Measles  : — -  There  were  82  deaths  by  this  cause  in  1905,  or 
39  more  than  in  1904. 

Scarlatina  : — Eleven  deaths  occured  from  this  disease  iti 
1905,  or  1  more  than  in  1904. 

Diphtheria: — In  1905,  there  were  94  deaths  from  diph- 
theria, or  28  less  than  in  the  preceding  year. 


Typhoid  Fever  : — This  disease  caused  55  deaths,  or  39 
less  than  in  1904. 

Diarrhoea  and  Cholera  Infantum  : — These  causes  occa- 
sioned 1,559  deaths,  or  30  less  than  in  1904. 

Phthisis  : — The  number  of  deaths  by  phthisis  was  554,  or 
30  less  than  in  1904. 

Mortality  at  all  ages. —  (Rate  per  cent,  of  the  total  mor- 
tality.) Under  6  months,  32.98;  from  6  months  to  1  year, 
11.40;  from  1  to  2  years,  7.21  ;  from  2  to  5  years,  4.70;,  making 
a  total  percentage  of  56.31.  Above  5  years,  the  percentage 
was  43.68. 

Births. 

The  mean  birth-rate  for  19  years,  was  37.92  per  ioco  of 
the  population. 

The  rate  among  the  French  Canadians  was  44.19  per 
1000;  among  the  other  Catholics,  25.45;  among  the  Protes- 
tants, 21.17. 

The  total  birth-rate  was  35.81,  or  0.15  higher  than  the 
preceding  year. 

The  French  Canadian  rate  was  0.53  less  than  in  1904; 
that  of  the  other  Catholics,  2.56  higher,  and  that  of  the  Pro- 
testants 0.87  less  than  in  the  preceding  year. 


The  birth-rate  in  Montreal

The  marriage  rate  for  the  year  1905  was  10.31,  per  rooa 
or  0.10  higher  than  in  1904. 

Among  the  French  Canadians,  the  rate  was  9.99,  pr  0.45 
lower  than  in  1904. 

Among  the  other  Catholics,  the  rate  was  8.30,  or  0.1  S 
lower  than  in  1904. 

Among  the  Protestants,  the  rate  was  14.30,  or  3,63  high  r 
than  in  1904.

As  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  1  attended  the 
theoretical  and  practical  examinations  of  148  plumbers. 

I  granted  certificates  of  competency  to  398  plumbers,  in 
order  to  enable  them  to  obtain  their  licenses. 

I  must  remark  that  the  by-laws  are  much  better  observed 
to-day  than  in  the  past.  This  obedience  to  the  laws  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  plumbers  are  licensed,  after  having  passe  1 
an  examination  before  a  board  of  examiners,  appointed  by 
the  City  Council.  They  are  more  competent  and,  conse- 
quently, plumbing  is  better  done  now  than  formerly  in 
Montreal. 

As  superintendent  of  the  public  baths,  T  beg  to  direct  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  the  season  for  bathing  passed  with- 
out the  occurence  of  any  accident.  The  baths  were  frequent- 
ed by  a  greater  number  of  persons  than  in  previous  years.

The  chief  cause  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  bathers, 
was:  1st.  The  warmth  of  the  season;  2nd.  The  appreciation 
tlie  public  have  for  such  baths. 

Considering  the  capacity  of  the  baths,  and  the  number  of 
bathers,  who  visit  them,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  more  of  those 
establishments  are  required. 

The  City,  with  a  population  of  over  300,000,  hase  only 
four  public  baths  within  its  limits,  and  one  at  St.  Helen's 
[sland.  Knowing  as  I  do,  that  three  fourths  of  the  houses  in 
the  districts  inhabited  by  the  working  classes,  have  no  baths, 
I  believe  it  my  duty  to  state  that  the  interests  of  public 
health  demand  that  there  should  be  a  public  bath  in  every 
ward  in  the  City.
